DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Applicant claims a method for manufacturing a semiconductor device wherein the 
insulator layer is comprised by layers with different etching characteristics, the lower 
layer acts as an etch stop when etching the top layer with a first mask, and the lower 
layer is etched while partially covered by a second mask to form a contact hole. 

5,612,254 to Mu et al. teaches a first and second dielectric layer patterned to 
form an interconnect but does not teach etching an opening in the upper layer first 
before etching an opening in the lower layer. 

5,504,029 to Murata et al. teaches an insulative layer made of silicon dioxide and 
silicon nitride but does not teach selectively etching each layer with a first and second 
mask to form a contact hole. 

Re. 33,829 teaches a pixel electrode comprised by indium tin oxide within a liquid 
crystal display device but does not teach selectively etching each layer of an insulator 
with a first and second mask to form a contact hole.
